It could be a spirited public 
hearing in Council chambers 
Monday afternoon at 2 p.m. 
That's the time when the 1968- 
69 operating budget for Virginia 
Beach comes under close scrut- 
iny by the general public and 
City Council members. 

Two major topics are ex- 
pected to arise in the hearing. 
One will deal with the possible 
suggestion of cuttin? the School 
Board budget, an item usually 
not tampered with by Council, 
llie other will be the possible 
beefing vp of the Virginia Beach 
Industrical Commission. 

A suggestion to reduce the 
proposed $6,000 starting teach- 
er salary to $5,800 (the same 
as Norfolk) has been rejected 
by School Board officials and 
Supt. E. E. Brickell. Brickell 
says a large number of teach- 
ers have already siened con- 
tracts for next year at $6,000 
and that the figure is being 
used in recruiting. School Board 
Chairman J. W. Buffington said 
that Vk-ginia Beach is still be- 
low average in its pay for teach- 
ers as a whole. 

Now other school items are 
being studied for slashing, and 
the school budget may possibly 
be cut in a lump sum leaving 
the admiidstration of the cut 
up to school ofidcials.

City Manacer W. Russell 
Hatchett told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN, "I think the bud- 
get is a proper one, and I 
have no comment on any pro- 
posed cuts in it. It's needed 
to do the job." 

City Councilmen are not 
through studying the matter. 
They met in executive session 
Monday to discuss posible cut- 
ting, and they meet aeain in- 
formally tonight for more of 
the same. Giles Dodd. Citv 
Finance director, has been in 
on several of the discussions. 

Cuts in a number of other 
sections of the budget are also 



being considered, according 
a spokesman close to Countffl. 
He said that there iytlttle 
agreement at present on how 
to make the cuts, ^owever. 

Several suegisrstions have 
been made to s^e monev. but 
none has apjfe^tenttv gained 
much momentum. Suggestions 
have included raising the utility 
tax from 15 to 20 percent while 
cutting the budeet for the De- 
partments of Public Works 
Welfare and Recreation and an 
across-the board slash of five 
per cent in all citv depart- 
ments. 

The monetary furor began 
when Hatchett presented the 
record $35.9 million operating 
budget to Council two weeks 



ago. To finance the record ex- 
pewlitures. record tax hikes 
on real estate were included. 
Taxes would rise as much as 
66.7 per cent in some areas 
oi the citv. 

Actually no cuts have been 
agreed upon, according to one 
spokesman, but an intensive 
examination and evaluation is 
still going on. The public^ear- 
ing may be the place where it 
all is decided. The budget is 
expected to be passed in some 
form, possibly close to its 
orieinal form, on Monday on 
first readine. Final passage is 
then expected on April 22, 

The Industrial Commission 
is now beine looked to as a 
possible future city life-saver.

B each Should BjBMlear 
On Higher Court Ruling 




For fbe building industry in 
Virginia Beach, March really 
came in like a lion. Some 273 
building permits were issued 
during the month for a total 
value of $7,792,280 comp&red 
to 284 permits in March 1967, 
valued at $4,636,522. 

Residential permits totaled 
119, for a value of $2,525,796 
and permits for 96 apartment 
units totaled $1,303,280. 

The total for the flrst three 
months of 1968, $16,441,919, is 
the highest ever in the city 
fbr the first three months of 
any given year. In 1965, the 
highest year on record so far, 
the three-month total was $15, 
284,756. Prior to this March 
the highest March^ on record 
was March 1966, just two months 
before the great decline of the 
building industry nationwide be- 
cause of "tight money." 

Already included in the total 
are several schools voted in 
the January bond issue, with 
several more to come before 
the end of 1968. In addition 
several new apartment units and 
Qie Green Run Planned Unit 
Development will be reflected 
in the 1968 total.

Jy^ Virginia law scheol^syB--^ 
tems are required to make a 
school census every three 
years, for evaluation of sales 
tax funds to be returned to the 
localities in the next budget. 
No one, however, is exactly 
certain of the true population 
of Virginia Beach, so Council 
decided to expand the school 
census into a general one. The 
City PlarnilTf Commission Is 
providing a list of questions.

Since the last census in 1960 
and the consolidation of the 
old city of Virginia Beach and 
Princess Anne County in 1963, 
the city has grown tremendous- 
ly, but only estimates have been 
made of the population. The 
University of Virginia estim- 
ates a lower figure than th^ 
of city officials. The census 
should settle the^ nlatte^. Pri- 
vate estimates place the pop- 
ulation of the city abovel60,000. 

The report will not be fin- 
ished until June, according to 
Owens, and he says no progress 
reports will be meaningful.

A preview of Austria was 
given the Mid-Atlantic Chapter 
of the Society of American Tra- 
vel Writers, meeting at the 
Cavalier, bj Dr. Ernst Lem- 
berger, Austrian ambassador to 
the United States. 

The M id- Atlantic Cha4)ter, 
which met here last weekend, 
along with about 400 other 
membtrs of the National So- 
ciety of American Travel Wri- 
ters, will be guests of Austria 
for a 3-day tour of that coun- 
try next October. 

Dr. Lemberger, who was in- 
troduced l)y Robert Kane, travel 
editor of Cue magazine and 
national president of the So- 
ciety, began by saying that the 
image of Austria in the United 
States is not complete, "A- 
mericans think of Austria as 
the Spanish Riding School, 'The 
Sound of Music' and good food." 

"Austria Is a highly indus- 
trial country," he said, adding 
that it has both steel mills and 
oil. 

The Austrian impression of 
the United States, Dr. Lem- 
berger commented, is one of 
"skyscrapers, factories, brid- 
ges, airplanes and steel mills." 

He pointed out that Austria 
has fully recovered from World 
War II and is now independent 
of outside aid. "Without Ameri — 
can help and the Marshall Plan 
we would not be where we are 
now," he said. "But when we 
had finished r^Ilding, we told 
the U.S. we did not need any 
more money." 

About Austrian food he said, 
"Austrian food Is really Ital- 
ian, French and German. We 
were just smai't enough to pick 
the best (^it»" 

Music, Dr. Lemberger said, 
made Austria famous. He said 
Austria is concentrating on cul- 
tural aims rather than military 
or political. 

Kermit Holt, tl-avel editor of 
the "Chicago Tribune" and out- 
going Society president, was 
presented with the Sir George 
Percy Travel Award by U.S.

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A comparison of the truly impressive ex- 
ampleof leadership with theCgieral Assembly — 
just given by Gov. Mills E. Godwin Jr., and 
the similar example given four decades ago 
by Gov. Harry F. Byrd, is illuminating. These 
two Governors have provided us with the great- 
&t examples, of such leaderstdp and influence 
in the modern history of Virginia. 

It may not be fully realized just how suc- 
cessful Governor Godwin has been with the ' 
legislative sessidhs of 1966 and 1968. Exactly 
one relatively minor recommendation of his 
two years ago was not fully put into effect. 
This was his suggestion that an alcoholic 
percentage of M in the blood be considered 
evidence of drunk driving. The lawmakers 



missioners of the revenue at a single stroke' 
iiy getting a bill through the General Assem- 
bly liquidating these powerful politicians. A 
similar bill had been introduced two years 
before, and had been defeated. But when the 
Byrd bill came up in 1926, it passed the Sen- 
ate unanimously, and there were only eight 
votes against it in the House! 

Governor Byrd proposed a survey by out- 
side experts of the state government, with its 
nearly 100 bureaus, boards and departments, 
many of them independent of each other and 
of the Governor. He overhauled the tax sys- 
tem, abolished a number of useless offices, 
bureaus and commissions, and shook up things 
generally.

The Governor got' 
everything else he asked for Bfr 1966, iiicludto^ 
the all-important sales tax, as well as every- 
thing he asked for in 1968. 

Three Tax Increases 

At the recent session, three relatively minor 
taxes were imposed, contrary to the Gover- 
nor's general statement in opposition to any 
tax increases. These were the $1 emplaning 
tax at airports, ^e SO-cente-a-quart tax on 
liquor destined for resale in mixed drinks, 
and the 10 cents per $100 recordation tax on 
—deeds. These levies went counter to the Gov-- 
ernor's no-tax doctrine, but he made no 
effort to defeat them. 

This record is truly remarkable when it 
is realized that Governor Godwin broke new 
ground in several respects. For example, he 
departed from the "organization's" long- 
cherished allegiance to so-called "pay-as- 
you-go" by supporting an $81 million bond 
issue, subject to approval by the people. 

He allsg set the stage for a sweeping re- 
writing of the Virginia Constitution. A spe- 
cial session will *meet next February to deal 
with proposals for revision to be presented 
by the ll-nian commission named by Mr. 
Godwin for the purpose. The commission is 
ably headed by former Gov. Albertis Harri- 
son. 

These two far-reaching measures, combined 
with the sales tax passed two years previous- 
ly, have taken Virginia into a new era. The 
old Commonwealth, which had been laggard 
for far too long in such fields as educa- 
tion, health, highways and so on, is getting 
into a position to realize its true potential. 

Godwin's Leadership 

For much of this ^we can thank Mills God- 
win. He is the man who gave the leadership 
in this crucial period, just as Gov. Lindsay 
Almond gave the leadership needed at the 
critical moment to get the Commonwealth 
out of the bog of "massive resistance." But 
for these two men, Virginia would be in a 
sad state today. 

Gov. Harry Byrd took office in 1926. at aee 
38, when Virginia was likewise in the dol- 
drums. The ultra-conservative Thomas S. 
Martin machine had been dominant for a 
generation, prior to Senator Martin's death 
in 1919. In the years since 1919 there had been 
Governors Westmoreland Davis and E, Lee 
Trinkle—the former anti-machine, and hence 
faced with a hostile General Assembly, and 
the latter carrying on, more or less, in the 
Martin tradition. 

Yffung Harry Byrd had run for Governor 
in 1925 against the more progresjstve G. Wal- 
ter Mapp, on a platform that said little. Hard- 
.iy anybody was aware that Mr. Byrd intended 
to upset the^ apple cart in so many ways, 
onc6 he got into offlce^^nTact, his campaign 
declarations were so pli^titudinous that the 
late Robert B. Tunstall, a prominent lawyer, 
asked derisively why Byrd didn't include the 
Lord's Prayer and the Ten Commandments 
in his platform. 

But once the Winchester apple nfower was 
inaugurated, things began to happen. He rea- 
lized that the "organization" was in danger 
of losing control, unless it demonstrated a 
receptivity to new ideas, and an Sbility to 
put them into effect. So Harry Byrd took the 
lead in modernizing the s|^te government. 

Incredibly, he abolished '99 surplus com- 
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the^rfteOTrtntendation of U.S. Sen. Claude A. 
Swanson and former Gov. Henry Carter Stu- 
art. But instead of waiting for the New York 
Bureau of Municipal Research, which was 
making the survey of the state government, 
to declare the office superfluous, Harry Byrd 
recommended that it be abolished at once. 
The General Assembly complied. 

The 'Short Ballot' 

Both branches of the legislature approved 
by tremendous majorities the Governor's pro- 
posal that the "short ballot" be introduced 
and that the number of elective holders 
state-wide office be reduced from seven to 
three. This required a constitutional amend- 
ment. The necessary subsequent steps were 
taken under Byrd's leadership at the session 
of 1928, and then in the referendum in June 
of that year. 

Governor Byrd also requested in 1926 that 
he be authorized by the lawmakers to appoint 
a commission to propose further revision of 
the Constitution. He got the authorization, and 
appointed Chief Justice Robert R. Prentis of 
the Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals as 
commission chairman. This body was similar 
to the one recently named by Governor God- 
win to propose constitutional changes. 

The Preirtis commission reported to the 
session of 1927. So did the New York Bureau 
of Municipal Research, on its survey of the 
state government. The bureau's proposals 
were screened by a Virginia commission, 
headed by William T. Reed, prominent to- 
bacco manufacturer. 

The resuUll^f all this was that the multi- 
tudinous agencies at the seat of government 
were regrouped into 12 departments. Several 
useless offices were abolished. Of special 
importance was the revision of the state's 
antique financial system, which the New York 
bureau said was the result of "years of patch- 
work and political maneuvering." Establish- 
ment of an up-to-date Department of Taxa- 
tion was anoUier far-reaching step. It was 
estimated that $300,000 could be saved an- 
nually in the state's operating costs— a quite 
substantial sum in those days. , 

Byrd and the Little Man 

In addition to making a national reputation 
as a promoter of simplification and economy 
in government, Virginia's youthful executive 
also was regarded at that time as a coura- 
geous friend of the "little man." In addition, 
he got through the first strong anti-Iynching 
bill adopted in any state. 

His reputation as a defender of the average 
citizen was the result of encounters he had 
with telephone and oil companies over tele- 
phone rates and gasoline prices. He won both 
■tlghts.^^ --^

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The success with which Governor fi; 
handled so many difficult and controversial *< 
mktters before the« General Assembly \^ was 
in many ways similar to the^ remarkable 
record made by Governor Godwin at the 
sessions of 1^ aivd* 1968, 

Governor Godwin appears to be the fore- 
most Political maestro to sit in the Gov- 
ernor's office since Governor Byrd's time. 
The great question is what he will do wtoi 
his term expires less than two years hence. 
He will be only 55 years old. Virginia cannot 
afford to lose the public services of so able 
and effective a leader.

"One hospital we visited 
could only perform three op-' 
erations a day because of a 
shortage of Unens and instru- 
ments," Dr. Greene said. 
"There were no washing ma- 
chines or sterilizers. Linens 
and instruments had to be boiled 
in pots, then they were put 
outside to dry." After the med- 
ical team thoroughly scrubbed 
the hospital, the post-operative 
infection rate dropped from 75 
to 10% and has remained down 
since. 

The USS Hope now has re- 
quests from 50 countries for 
"Visits. "I truly believe that 
there Is no better goodwill am- 
bassador than Project Hope," 
Dr. Greene said. "People in 
Nicaragua told us that we were 
the first North Americans Uiat 
had come to the country to give 
rather than take." 

"You really feej you're ser- 
ving mankind, and that's why 
I'm planning to return."

StiU 
they must be realistic and know 
Qiat an employer usually needs 
a more active^ hard-working 
employee than someone who 
wants an easy, not verydeman-, 
ding job that wiU allow her to 
get home the same time her 
children arrive from ^school. 
In this case, some volunteer 
work might be the perfect so- 
lution to her situation and de- 
sires. 

What wlU be thi6n6xt steps 
for the Citizens' Committee? 
Miss Louise Bernard, chair- 
man, predicted that this pro- 
gram could someday become 
the most i>owerful action com- 
mittee for both women and men.

What are the most urgent 
needs of women in Virginia... 
and what should be done about 
them? / 

The First Statewide Confer- 
ence of the Citizens' Commit- 
tee on the Status of Women in 
Virginia met in Richmond at 
the Jefferson last Saturday, 
March 30 to find som^ answers 
to that very important question. 

The 200 members-at-large 
In attendance represented 31 
organizations. . . .a total of 60, 
000 women throughout the state. 
The keynote address by Mrs. 
A. Paul Hartz of Waverly car- 
ried a thought-provoking mes- 
sage since she was a member 
of the original Governor's 
Commission in 1965 on theLe- 
gal Status Committee. Mrs. 
Hartz noted thatjhe Governor's 
Commissloh was not re- 
appointed after it completed 
its report a year later. 

Since Virginia Is one of only 
four states which has no com- 
mission sanctioned by the gov- 
ernment, it is urgent that we 
continue as a citizens' com- 
mittee, she said. Mrs. Hartz 
added, "Women are victims 
of lower salaries and often 
prejudice. Salaries are most 
important to those women who 
must support their families as 
the head of the household. The 
recent Civil Rights Acf will 
soon^ we hope, correct this^ 
as r^ot only race must be con- 
sidet'ed now,... but also sex." 

Even though women as a mi- 
nority group must have an "en- 
forced excellence," we are now 
regarded as the tougher sex 
due to our prolonged years. The 
average woman returns to work 
in her early 30's after her last 
child is born, and faces at 
least 30 years In a salaried 
position. "There are no ateo- 
lutes; the working mother may 
have either the most resource- 
ful or the most delinquent chil- 
dren on the block. But the 
same may be said about the 
mothers who remain at home," 
Mrs. Hartz continuted. 

Who are the volunteers? 
Where are they? Dr. Laura 
Harper, Dean of Home Econom- 
ics "t Virginia Polytechnic In- 
sti ute, spoke about volunteer- 
Ism ...the basis of progress. 
"Vo unteer organizations are 
particularly American," Dr. 
Harper said, adding that "If 
you want to study voluntary 
effort, look at the rural en- 
vironment. .. .this is where It 
originated." The first step In 
"solving the above tjuestlonswill 
be to devise a questionnaire 
from which the committee can 
develop a census of volunteers 
directory. Women must be con- 
vinced that through volunteer 
services they can definitely 
contribute a great deal of In- 
fluence in any and all fields. 

Dr. Harper mentioned that 
"one of the most deterring 
attitudes anioi^K the young wo- 



men with whom she works di- 
rectly is that thev have pre- 
conceived ideas about which 
areas they should not study... 
mathematics, chemistry, phy- 
sics, engineering to mention 
a few. This is a limiting and 
harmful attitude." 

There was a choice of six 
workshops to attend: education, 
employment, health, home and 
community, legal status, and 
minority groups. 0^ choice 
was the employment workshop 
lead by Randy Bruce, chairman 
of the sub-committee on em- 
ployment, and four consul- 
tants.... Miss Jeanne Allen, 
personnel officer, Henrico 
County; George Sandvige, di- 



rector. Division of Vocational 
Education, State Department of 
Education; Miss Sarah Law- 
rence, Placement Supervisor, 
Virginia Employment Com- 
mission; and Miss Carolyn 
Marsh, personnel manager, 
Miller and Rhoads, RichinoDd. 

The question to be considered 
for the session was what is the 
ftiture and direction of the em- 
ployment committee? Some of

To Pre-Revolution

Rose Hall on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard is more than just a 
specialty shop "for the ladies 
and their daughters." It is also 
a historical site that's been on 
the Tidewater landscape since 
long before the Revolutionary 
War. 

Mr. and Mrs. Collin Studds 
bought the house in 1954 aiKl 
opened their dress shop in A- 
pril, 1955. The Studds managed 
Rose Ilall until the first of 
this year, when their daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Komoroski, and her 
husband, Ronald Komoroski, 
both in their early twenties, 
took over the management of 
the shop. 

"We have reason to believe," 
said Mrs. Komoroski, "that the 
house was begun as early as 
1693, And we have specific re- 
cords showing that it was in 
existence, completed^ in 1720." 

According to Mrs. Komoros- 
ki, the original owner of the land 
on which RJase Hall was built 
had two daugnters. The original 
Rose Hall, built for one daugh- 
ter, no longer stands. The house

Edited by four turf and ^unlfn authorities living in Virginia Beach 
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Formulas May Be Confusing 



Tbe use of three numbers 
m tbe label of a bag of fert- 
ilizer has caused many home- 
owners to believe that it con- 
sists of only three plant foods: 
Nitrogen, Phosphorus and Pc^- 
assium (H-P-K). 

This is true in tbe inexpensive 
fertilizers. However, tbe fact 
is other nutrients and elements 
are included in the lightweight 
modern plant foods. These other 
nutrients and elements are 
necessary for good growth and 
well being of grass as well as 
flowers and shrubs. 

Just as one cannot build a 
stone wall without a variety 
of stones of various sizes, 
building high-quality turf re- 
quires the presence of certain 
nutrient elements. Thirty-six 
elements have been found in 
plant tissue. Fifteen elements 
are known to be requred at atl 
times (some in very small a- 
mounts!) They are listed below. 

Major Elements: Carbon, Ox- 
ygen, Hydrogen, Nitrogen, Por 
tassium and Phosphorus. 



'^Secondary Elements: Sulfur, 
Calcium, Magnesium and Iron. 

. Minor Elements: Manganese, 
Copper, Zinc, Boron and Moly- 
bdenum. 

Carbon, oxygen and hydrogen 
are supplied by air and water, 
present in both tbe atmosphere 
and the soil. For all practical 
purposes, the supply of these 
•elements is inexhaustible. Car- 
bon arid oxygen are sbsorbed 
by the plant foliage as carbon 
dioxide through stomata (small 
openings) in the leaves. In the 
plant, cargon dioxide combines 
with water (by photosynthesis) 
to make simple carbohydrates. 
These carbohydrates combine 
with elements obtained from the 
soil to form chlorophyll (green 
color), oils, waxes and proteins. 

The other three major nutr- 
ient elements— nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potassium (potash) 
are usually present in soils in 
amounts considerably below 
ttiose required to support sus- 
tained plant growth. Indeyif'^)(J^ 
cept for carbon, oxygen, andby- 
drogen, all nutrient eMn^ieAti^ 
must be sui^lied by natural 
soil minerals and organic mat- 
ter or be added to the soil 
in the form of fertilizers, such 
as a 24-6-6 or 20-5-5 analysis. 

Soils vary considerably from 
region to region in tbe amount 



and availability of nutrient ele- 
ments present. Some soihscon- 
tain enough of the various nut- 
rients to support some plant 
growth; however, they rarely 
contain adequate amounts to 
■^eet the needs of inproved 
lur. -"ss. Therefo re, each 
homeowner should build up and 
constantly maintain adequate 
levels of available nutrients 
through timely applications of 
fertilizer, containing secondary 
and minor elements, such as 
sulphur and iron. 

One measure of a soil is 
its base exchange capacity. This 
is the ability of its organic 
matter, clays and silt to absorb 
(hold) nutrient ions in the root 
zone until they can be utilized 
by plants. For this reason, sandy 
soils can store less of a nut- 
rient reserve, while well gran- 
ulated clay soils retain adequate 
supplies of minor elements and 
larger reserves of nitrogen,, 
phosphorus and potassium (N- 
P-K). 

The end r^ult of a nutrient 
deficiency, whatever the cause, 
is unsatisfactory turf. Such de- 
ficiencles include both real and 
apparent shortages of nutrient 



elements, which may be caused 
by: 

'* 1. Insufficient nutrient re- 
serve present. This is most 
common on very sandy soils, 
under heavy rainfall. 

2. Unavailable nutrients pre- 
sent. The nutrient element, al- 
though present in large quanti- 
ties, ^ in an unavailable form 
for plant root uptake. TMis iack 
of availability may be caused 
by the element being tied up 
in undecomposed organic mat- 
ter. Minor-element deficiencies 
are usually traceable to this 
(for example, iron chlorosis). 
Iron contained in feftni|€r 
helps in correcting chlorosis. 

3. Improper soil aeration. 
The nutrient element, although 
present in adequate and avail- 
able form, cannot be absorbed 
by the root in the absence 
of an adequate oxygen supply 
in the root zone. This situatuon 
is often encountered under cond- 
.fU^ns of soil compaction or poor 
araipa^ie, 

4. Improper soil reaction. 
The degree of acidl^ of the 
soil, called "soil reaction", Is 
expressed in terms of ph. 

For turf, the preferred range 
of soil ph is between 5.5 and

7.5. This is the acidity range 
in which the various nutrient 
elements present in the soil 
are available to plants in the 
greatest quantity. The optimum 
ph would be 6.D for turf. 

Soil ph is ordinarily con- 
trolled by liming, preferably by 
using dolomitic limestone which 
contains tx)th calcium and mag- 
nesium carlwnates. The amount 
of limestone required to raise 
the soil one ph unit will vary 
with the type of soil. As a 
rule of thumb, it may be. con- 
sidered that 100 lbs. of lime- 
stone per 1,000 square feet will 
raise the ph of a sandy loam 
soil one unit. 

Nutrients are important. The 
difference between a poor and 
a good lawn can be secondary 
and minor plant foods.

How 
can we grow good roses? Mrs. 
K. Jones, Shell Road 

A. Add manure or peatmoss. 
Keep soil fertilized and water 
when necessary; Try one of 
the new systemic plant foods 
and do two jobs at one time. 
Control insects while feeding 
your roses. 

Q. What is the cause of moss 
on a lawn? S. Ludlow, Lynn- 
haven. 

A. Moss is caused by poor 
drainage that keeps the areas 
damp; by poor aeration due to 
a hard compact soil; and by 
a lack of fertility. It doesn't 
always indicate an acid soil. 

Q. Wbit is the best formula 
for fertilizers for rhododen- 
drons and azaleas to help their 
color but not too much of a 
growth stimulant? D.M., Va. 
Bea ch. 

A. A plant food analysis of- 
5-8-7 (N-P-K) with trace ele- 
ments have been found to be 
excellent in this area. Youdon|t 
need a great deal of Nitrogen, 
and the Phosphorus and Pot- 
ash aid in flower production. 

Q. When and bow should for- 
sythia be pruned? E. Marquette, 
Little Neck. 

A. Cut out some of the old- 
est branches annually, makit^ 
the cut not far from the base 
of the bush. Thsi can be done 
in February and the cut bran- 
ches brought indoors and placed 
in water to force them into 
bloom; or wait until the bush 
has flowered, and prune it im- 
mediately the flowers have fa- 
ded.

During the hearing sugges- 
tions were made for a school 
tax, a high sales tax and a low- 
er real estate tax, but none 
were really concrete proposals 
offering solutions to city needs. 
Except for heated words by State 
Sen. Edward T. Caton III and 
City Treas. V.A. Etheridge, 
most of the remainder of the 
hearing was taken up with clar- 
ifying questions asked by repre- 
sentatlves of civic groups 
throughout the city. 

Etheridge picked out a num- 



ber of points in the new budget 
to criticize. He noted that Hat- 
chett listed only the revenue 
from real estate taxes, failing 
to include auto licenses, per- 
sonal property taxes and util- 
ity taxes. 

He went on to charge that 
the inequity of taxation between 
the rural areas and the popu- 
lous areas would not have oc- 
curred if the city tax assessor 
had been doing his job. 

In addition Etheridge picked 
out the Erosion Commission 
budget, which he said did not 
present a true picture since 
it did not reflect a $50,000 
return from the federal gov- 
ernment. 



"I would like to know where 
that money has gone and how 
it was spent," said Etheridge. 
Etheridge also charged that 
a merger agreement is being 
violated by appropriating money 
from the general fund for pay- 
ment on water and sewer bonds 
in the Beach Borough, and that 
Pungo and Blackwater would 
have water and sewer facili- 
ties if a line were not being 
run to Sandbridge for "a big 
developer," whom he did not 
name., 

Hatchett, in answering Ether- 
idge, reminded the Treasurer 
that state and federal funds 
are allocated directly to the 
strictly-audited Erosion Com- 
mission and do not go through 
the budget entirely. 

"Mr. Etheridge hasn't raised 
this question before," said Hat- 
chett, "although 1 didn't follow 
him around last year when he 
was running for office." 

Hatchett also denied that gen- 
eral fund money is being used 
to pay off water and sewer 
l)onds in the Beach Borough. 
Another Etheridge charge 
that the city did not own the 
water lines under its streets 
was also countered by Hatchett. 
He said that mistake and others 
had been made when the lines 
were put in and that those mis- 
takes are among the gr eat probr 
lems facing the city today. He 
added that when the water 
agreements were made that 
Etheridge had been secretary 
to the old bowrd of Supervisors 
of Princess, Anne County and 
could have voiced his opinion 
then.

roadway itself will cause some 
delays, as will construction im- 
provements scheduled to begin 
on Holland Road as soon as the 
school buses are parked for 
the summer, says Johnson. 

Johnson said be had been 
in close contact with state of- 
ficials still concerned with fin- 
ishing all work associated with 
the expressway. He said they 
have assured the city all work 
will be finished by May 31, 
including all road work near 
the glaitf interchange at Lon- 
don Bridge. 

E.H. Orange, toll facilities 
director for the state of Vir- 
ginia, confirmed this date for 
completion of all work. He said 
that all landscaping and seeding 
operations were impossible 
during the winter months and 
that they are now underway. 

"Oi course, we wouldn'thave 
touched ttie grading and paving 



during the winter anyway," he 
said. "You just can't do that

The legislation, passed d< 
ing the last Virginia Genei'al 
Assembly session, was due/pri

Ken^tHWhlte 
st Jr. who, wUh support 
a small group en interested 
residents of VMinia Beach, 
the ledslation on the 
floor "^-tbe-ilouse of Dele- 
gates and mustered enough sup- 
port of other legislators to 
win approval of the bill. A 
similar attempt at such leg- 
islation in 1964 failed when 
the bill "died" in the State 
Soiate. 

Billy A. Franklin, president 
of the Virginia State Polygraph 
Association and a member of 
the American Polygraph Asso- 
ciation, told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN, potential poly- 
graph examiners will now be 
required to complete a mini- 
mum of eight weeks of school- 
ing, then undergo a year of 
field training under supervision 
oi a qualified examiner before 
they will be considered for 
licensing themselves. — 

Training in this field is pre- 
sently offered at four schools 
in various sections of the Uni- 
ted States. Two of these schools 
already require applicants to 
be college graduates, with em- 
phasis on psychology and legal 
training, while a minimum of 
two years of college is re- 
quired in the remaining schools. 
Franklin also said the trend 
towards licensing of polygraph 
examiners is toward college 
graduation as a minimum ed- 
ucational requirement. 

At the present time the Tide- 
water region has the services 
of four private polygraph ex- 
aminers, with six examiners 
available in the regional po- 
lice departments. Three of 
these are within the Virginia 
Beach police division, Capt. 
Richard C. Davis, Lt. Elwood 
L. Knowles, and detective Don- 
ald W. Pope.

The Virginia Beach Real 
Estate Board met Monday to 
discuss the enforcement of a 
sales tax on rentals to trans- 
ients, following notification that 
the law would be enforced this 
year. 

The controversial law 
actually has been on the books 
since Sept, 1, 1966, when the 
statewide sales tax law went 
into effect, but has never been 
enforced until this time. The 
statute provides that a 3 per 
cent sales tax must be (kid 
on rentals ro transients if the 
period of rental is 89 days or 
less. 

Satte tax enforcement offi- 
cials say they have not had 
the manpower or facilities to 
carry out the full provisions 
of the law until this time, 
but that the Norfolk regional 
office, with its 11 investiga- 
tors, has now started to notify 
those to be affected. Plans now 
call for checking on compliance 
during the summer. 

The president of the Virginia 



Beach realtore, Bailey Parker

arrommodations is covered in 
the statute. 

"I don't think it reads as if 
we are covered in this matter," 
said Parker, "but it is a legal 
matter and we're seeking a 
legal opinion." 

Parker noted that state offi- 
cials had been asked to clarify 
the Virginia Beach position. 
He added that he expects a 
ruling from Richmond l^ the 
end of this week or the be- 
ginning of next week. 

State officials have indicated 
that even if leases are already 
signed f6r this summer season, 
the collection of the tax will 
be mandatory. The rate of the 
tax, incidentally, jumps to 4 
per cent on July 1, as the 
increased state sales tax takes 
effect. In addition the city of 
Virginia Beach already im- 
poses a special 1 per cent 
tax on hotel and motel accomo- 
dations. 



administered by local, state 
or federal law enforcement 
agencies, a larger number of 
examinations are used in pri- 
vate industry for screening of 
applicants and as a means of 
controlling internal pilferage.

Three game wardens, oper- 
ating out of the Back Bay 
"station", have the basic re- 
sponsibility of enforcing state 
laws , covering hunting, fishing 
and boating in the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach. J. A. Saunders, 
in charge of the "station", has 
been a game warden for 34 
years. Jack Fentress, who has 
been with the "station" for 
eight years, also serves as 
pilot of the "Station" sea-plane 
which was obtained in 1951, 
while Jim Ogden is the newest 
member of the group with three 
years service. 

Saunders told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN that in addition to 
law enforcement the men spend

Various species of ducks, hunt- 
ed from blinds which dot the 
marshes and banks of water- 
ways, are the prime targets 
of hunters. However the large 
number of Redhead and Canvas- 
Back ducks which used to pre- 
vail in the region, are slowly 
vanishing. This is attributed 
to a decrease in the salinity 
of the regions waters resulting 
in a scarcity of food for them. 

This same problem exists 
with types of fish which used 
to be prevalent. It is hoped 
this situation will be correct- 
ed through use of the Sand- 
bridge pumping station which 
pumps water into Back Bay 
from the Atlantic Ocean, thus 
raising the waters salinity con- 
tnet from the present B^c. In 
addition to various geese which 
are native to this region, hunt- 
ers are also attracted by 
Canadian' and Snow Geese, 
muskrat and even deer which 
are rapidly moving into the 
section. 

The crisscrossing of the 
Back Bay region by the bound- 
aries of Virginia and North 
Carolina causes a small pro- 
blem to sportsmen, because 
of the differences in hunting 
and fishing laws.

The new record budget for 
Virginia Beach is passed and 
real estate taxes will go up 
sharply. Those are the sad 
facts, and the reasons leading 
up to those decisions are pain- 
fully obvious. The money is 
needed to continue and extend 
the excellent services in this 
rapidly growing and rapidly- 
maturlng^cJty^- And taxes are 
still lower than surrounding 
areas. 

The budget ti e a r i n g was 
marked by the questions of a 
number of responsible citizens 
who wanted clarification. Some 
good suggestions came from 
the hearing^ but unfortunately 
most had been discussed and 
discarded earlier as unwork- 
able.

Our City Symbol-a Disgrace 



One week ago the following editorial was received by the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN. On that 
same day the Senate Judiciary Committee voted 9 to 4 to reject a gun-control bill backed strongly 
by President Johnson as part of his anti-crime program. 

The bill would have controlled the Interstate sale of firearms and over the counter sales to 
non-residents of a .state. Even a lesser modifiration of the same bill was also defeated, as was 
a watered down amendment that would have applied the measure only to hand guns. The bill 
was introduced and backed by a long time advocate of strong gun-control laws. Senator Thomas 
Dodd of Connecticut. 

That same night Dr. Martin Luther King was shot and killed In Memphis by a man who had 
recently purchased the automatic rifle with telescopic lenses.

For years, the campaign to clamp rigid 
firearms controls on the American public 
has been buoyed by polls Indicating that 
much of the public wants stronger gun laws. 
Now there is growing reason to wonder how 
real this "demand" actually is. 

Musing aloud on a Washington, D.C., tele- 
vision station, the Rev. J. EHlott Corbett, 
secretary of an Incorporated crusade that 
supports the Administration-Kennedy con- 
cept of firearms restrictions, asked rather 
disconsolately why so few of the polled multi- 
tudes who presumably favor gun laws take the 
trouble to write to their Congressmen. One 
possible answer: People realize Increasingly 
that passing a gun law won't do much to solve 
the crime problem. 

As the Rev. Corbett pointed out, 73% of 
those questioned In the latest Gallup Poll on 
whether gun buyers should be required to 
get police permits were reported as re- 
plying "Yes." That survey was taken last 
Aug. 20, What went unmentloned was that 
It showed a distinct decrease in public sen- 
timent for gun permits. The first Gallup 
Poll on the question, July 12, 1964, registered 
78% "Yes." 

Not only has support as recorded by Gal- 
lup gone downirtHit opposition to arpn permit 
system has Increased from 17% to 23%. Some 
of the earlier "no opinion" element has 
formed an oplnlon—and they're a|;»Inst po- 
lice permite. ..__^_.4*^,v«^-- 

While the Gallup trend seems' to show 
clearly that more and ifiore Americans don't 
care to submit their Constitutional right to 
possess arms to' the decision of some police 
officer, the statistical theory that the public 
yearns for tough gun laws has taken an even 
worse beating elsewhere. 

In recent months, television stations in 
Washingtpn, D.C., Syracuse, N.Y., Dayton, 
Ohio, St. Paul, Minn., Albuquerque, N. Mex.,' 
and Memphis, Tenn., have given audiences 



a chance to express themselves by "hot line" 
telephone on how they feel on various proposals 
to regulate pns. 

The total of persons heard from in the 6 
stations' telephone polls came to well above 
25,000 in 5 fairly scattered States and the< 
District of Columbia. At least 19,000 of these 
opposed new gun laws. That figures out at 
76% AGAINST where the Gallup Poll reported 
almost exactly the opposite sentiment, 73% 
FOR. 

While the television sampling did not cover 
all parts of the country, it did include sev- 
eral large Eastern cities as well as other 
areas. Perhaps, also, it attracted more re- 
sponse from citizens who believe in the right 
to bear arms—but, if so, why did the rest 
remain silent if th.ey really want new gun 
laws? 

The answer may well be that routine opinion 
surveys sometimes fall to reflect the real 
public feeling. After all, several predicted 
Presidential victories for Alf Landon in 
1936 and- Thomas Dewey in 1948. 

Certain polls adverse to firearms owner- 
ship, we gather, have relied on questioning 
fewer than 2,000 carefully selected persons 
In the entire nation. That's less than one 
In 100,000. Obviously, the sampling included 
few If any of the 19,000 who responded "No" 
to gun laws on television. 

The direct conflict in findings between 
national surveys of "public opinion" aid 
the spontaneous telephone responses of the 
TV stations is mystifying, to say the least. 
Perhaps some fact-finding agency ought to 
look into it. 

Meanwhile thosi who trumpet about the 
•'l'"blic demand" for severe gun ^ntrols 
might hit a softer note and recognize that 
the demand, if there is one, has decreased 
as fast as {Mople .jT^te that the harass- 
ment jtf law-abiding gun owners will iK>t 
reduce crime.

A. Your hollies are infested 
with the holly leaf-miner, A 
satisfactory control is to spray 
with Malathion three times at 
ten-day intervals, beginning 
when the mature insects start 
to fly. That is about the first 
of April, The newer systemics 
that are taken up into the plant 
through the soil or leaves are 
also an effective means of con- 
trol. 

Q. Are vegetables grown on 
soils deficient in minerals that 
the body requires as healthful 
as those grown on soils well 
supplied with these minerals? 



A. When soils are so de- 
ficient in certain elements that 
they would not supply these to 
the bod^ itf «<anoie^ quanti* 
ties, the plante would not de- 
velop properly. Such vegetables 
would be very weak or might 
even die before maturity. Vege- 
tables and fruits found in lo- 
cal markets are well supplied 
with the elements required in 
the average daily diet. Of 
course, additional protein and 
fats are generally needed in 
addition. Plants require the 
same mineral elements as do 
animals. 



Q. Is it possible to grow and 
ripen tomatoes properly under 
lights in a basement where 
heat would not be a problem? 
What kind of lights would be 
best? E.W.W., Virginia Beach 



A. The amount of light needed 
to grow tomatoes under artifi- 
cial conditions makes it im- 
practical and extremely costly. 
The basic problem is to re- 
move the heat created by the 
lights and this means refrig- 
eration, fans, etc. which are 
costly. Tomatoes are grown 
' under artificial light under re- 
search conditions in special 
rooms called "growth cham- 
bers." Nipety per cent incan- 
descent, with intensities rang- 
ing from 1,500 to 4,000 ft, can- 
dles. Cost of such special cham- 
bers is around $100 per square 
foot and up. 



■ I f the r e Is a pp in your 
front foundation planting, fill 
it with three or four brigtit 
floribunda roses (all the same 
variety for best show of col- 
or). If your garage looks a 
little barny, plant a climbing 
rose against it to soften the 
squareness. If you suffer from 
lack of privacy in your out- 
door living area, plant a pri- 
vacy border of big shrub ro- 
ses or tea roses. Any garden 
center in Virginia Beach can 
help you choose the roses you 
need. They each have a fine 
selection with a full range of 
prices. 

Plant your rose garden in 
the sunniest part of your prop- 
erty, where the so^ drains 
well. Prepare the planong area 
before you. bring the roses 
home, otherwise you might do 
an inadequate, rush-job, Ro- 
ses like to sink their roots 
^deep,^ so dig. the bed area as 
deeply as possible and mix 
peatmoss or other decomposed 
orga|i^9 matter into the turned 
soil,, Be e^cls^y gpnerquj 
with it down deep in thfe l^etf 
because you- won't have an- 
other chance to enrich it once 
the roses are planted. Space 
hybrid tea, floribunda, and 
grandiflora roses 20 to 24 in- 
ches apart in all directions. 
This gives the branches room 
to spread out into the sunlight 
and allows air to circulate free- 
ly, promoting better growth and 
less trouble with disease. Stag- 
ger the rows so plants don't 
line up like soldiers. Keep 
plants covered and moist in 
their pots or soak bare roots 
roses in a waterfilled tub or 
garden cart until planting. 

Cut tops back to 10 to 12 
inches and remove weak or 
broken canes. You can trim 
back excessively long roots 5 
to 6 inches with no harm to 
plants. Dig planting hole wide 
enough to spread roots put lat- 
erally, without winding them 
around the edge of the hole, and 
deep enough so the graft ynion 
is in proper relation to soil 
surface or about at ground lev- 
el. Firm a mound of soil over 
the roots until the hole Ls about 
three-quarters filled. Fill hole 
with water knd allow to soak 
in, then fill again. When this 
has soaked in, fill hole com- 
pletely and mound soil as high 
up on canes as possible— this 
keeps canes moist and protects 
buds from the drying sun and 
wind. Gradually remove this 



dirt as new shoots reach an 
inch-or two in length. 

Roses are big feeders, so 
give them monthly portions of 
a 7-9-5 rose food. There is 
a new 7-5-5 rose food tplus 
systemic insect control that 
works through the root sys- 
tem to protect and feed the 
plant, including new tender 
growth. A systemic insect con- 
trol rose food (toes not blow 



or wash away and it feeds roses 
and controls sucking insects for j 
^four to six weeks. Mulch the^ 
bed with a 2 or 3 inch layer 
of good mulch—pine needlies, 
bark or peanut hulls— so soil 
moisture stays put, cool temp- 
erature stays low, and weeds 
do not have a place to grow.

First District Congressman 
Thomas N. Downing visited his 
new Virginia Beach office at 
Princess Anne Saturday and 
spent the morning talking with 
constituents before moving on 
to his office in Hampton for 
the same purpose. 

This was the first time Down- 
ing has visited the Virginia 
Beach office since it was 
opened a little more than a 
month ago. The office is manned 
by Mrs. Barbara Simiele daily. 
She refers matters totheCong- 
ressman and makes appoint- 
ments for his visits here. 

"I have been quite pleased 
with the response to the office 
here," said Downing, "Now I'll 
be coming here as often as I 
can." 

Mrs. Simiele added that she 
too has been pleased with the 
respohse. "I've had three 
speech requests, ten requests 
for information and five re- 
quests for support of bills in 
the 30 cases I've handled for 
Mr. Downing so far," she said 
proudly. 

Downing told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN that the civil dis- 
order In Washintonthat followed 
the murder of Martin Luther 
King was "eerjer than anything 
I've seen sinde World War II." 
He said he Was disheartened 
to see helmeted soldiers in the 
streets of tt^ nation's capital 
and to hear|the sounds of gun- 
fire nearby. He said he could 
see fires very near the Capitol 
Mlding. 

'^nCwicernln^ losses in Wash- 
Ut^bbit alone, Dowi^ng j|^ 
property damage'RaS" 
at about $13 million, but that 
did not t^e into consideration 
the loss of business, particu- 
larly tourist business for the 
cherry blossom fes'tival and 
the like.

Internationally, Downingtsaid 
he was encouraged by the peace 
feelers and possibility of peace 
talks, but that he felt the United 
States should be ready to win 
a military victory if peace talks 
fail. He noted that his feelings 
on the matter bad not changed 
over recent months.

Concerning efforts to win the 
nomination by Sen. Robert Ken- 
nedy, Battle noted that he had 
a different relationship with the 
younger Kennedy than he had 
with the former President. He 
added that The New York Sen- 
ator had not sought his support, 
either directly or indirectly. 

In addition Battle said he did 
not expect to support the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for president. 

Concerning state politics, 
Battle said he had not made 
any decisions on a ticket to run 
with him for office next year. 
He. said he told the meeting 
at the Pine Tree Inn that the 
lieutenant governor's spot was 
highly political and that the 
choice was usually one that 
could enhance the chances of 
the gubernatorial candidate. He 
said it was also important to 
have a good candidate for 
attorney general. ^ 

As to his formal announce- 
ment of candidacy, Battle said 
he thodght it is sUU too early 
and did not know exactly when 
he would announce. 



Pollard said, in an interview 
following the meeting, that there 
are too many things that come 
between now and the guber- 
natiorlal race for him tn niake 
any formal announcement. 

"Between now and then we 
have to pass an $81 million 
bond issue for mental health 
and higher education, have pri- 
mari»^s and conventions, elect 
Congressmen and a President," 
said FoUard. "I think it's more 
imjinrtant to put first things 
first." 

Pollard said he told the Vir- 
ginia Beach meeting that the 
1968 session of the Virginia 




General Assembly had to be 
regarded together with the 1966 
session where progress was 
concerned. 

"The people had a taste of 
real progress in 1966, and they 
liked It," said Pollard. "They 
wanted more in 1968, and they 
got it." 

He said that in 1966 the 
first new broad base tax in 
125 years the general sales 
tax, was passed to help edu- 
cation and localities, that a 
system of community colleges 
were set up, and that a 10- 
year plan for State parks was 
established, among other 
things. This was f-^Uowed, Pol- 
lard said, by the Issuance of 
bonds for mental health and 
education, passage of local op- 
tion liquor-by-the-drlnk and 
establishment of commissions 
to study and revise the entire 
legislative process and Con- 
stitution of Virginia in the 1968 
session. 

Concerning the fuhire fiscal 
course of Virginia, Pollard said 
the bond issue passage was a 



"must," but that another such 
issue could not be passed until 
the Constitution is entirely 
changed, and until two sessions 
of the legislature and the voters 
of the state pass on the matter. 

Concerning criticism that 
there was no provision to re- 
pay the $81 million bond issue 
to be voted on In November, 
Pollard said the budget Is de- 
finitely balanced, that pro- 
visions to repay are definitely 
included and that theprovlsions 
were approved by qualified bond 
lawyers. 

On the matter of national 
politics. Pollard chuckled, and 
said, "I think we better let 
a little more dust s^tle be- 
fore I say anything about that." 

The next governor of Virginia 
will be elected in November 
1969, aiid so far Pollard and 
Battle are the only candidates, 
announced or not, in tiie race. 
That matter will undouttfedlybe 
setUed in July 1969 in the De- 
mocratic primary, before the 
Democratic nominee ^ces Re- 
publican opposition in Novem- 
ber. • *

While the chances of any child 
being stricken by cancer are 
remote — one youngster In 
7,000 develops the disease — 
the figure can also t>e mis- 
leading.

4,500 children under the age 

of 15 who will succumb to 
cancer this year. 

The figure becomes even 
more serious when It Is rea- 
lized that almost half of these 
win die of leukemia. Ai«l that 
more children of school age 
will die of cancer than of any 
other disease. Thus cancer a- 
mong children is an important 
health problem. 

Dr. Alvin Q. Jarrett, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Beach Unit 
of the Society, explained that 
cancer of the blood-forming 
tissue, or leukemia, is char- 
acterized by the abnormal pro- 
duction of white blood cells. 
Acute leukemia stirikes chil- 
dren almost exclusively and is 
treated today by drugs. 

Drugs, or a combination of 
drugs, have proved capable of 
extending life for a few months 
to as long as five years — hope- 
ful signs that medical science 
is on the right track. 

Children's cancers are often 
hard* to recognize, since they 
may mastjuerade as trivial dis- 
orders. A knowledge of can- 
cer's warning signs and sym- 
ptoms^ If acted upon promptly, 
may serve to save a child's 
life, Dr. Jarrett emphasized. 

While leuk<^ia accounts for 
half of the incidence of cancer 
among children, and is still 
incurable. In many other types 
of cancer a stricken youngster 
stands sin excellent chance of 
recovery, Dr, Jarrett added.

"Sheriff" Marr, who has held 
the oiXlbe of city sergeant for 
the past 12 years (He was 
Sheriff <tf trincess Anne County 
before Consolidation) is 
asslstfed 6y a matron, Mrs. 
Madife ^^ell, who has been 
workfe^'>ith him during his 
■ entire tifce in office, and eight 
Jailers, two of whom ar« on 
duty at 'all times for proper 
supervi^lda- and care of per- 
sons confined fo the jail. 

Dean Polk, who hoWs'the 
post (4 chief Jailer, Is a re- 
tired' liiaval pharmadst mate 
and il cipaible of i-ehdejing 
medfeil care which maybe pre- 
scrilfetl by a doctor.

The letter prompted the 
comment from Marr that "if 
conditions here are so unbear- 
able, would such a request have 
been made by someone who was 
going to have to live here?"

California and the west coast 
have always been thought of 
as redwood country. But thanks 
to an ej^jerinient now uirfer- 
way at Redwing Park, Tide- 
water, and more specifically 
Virginia Beach, may have its 
own stand of the forest giants 
in a few thousand years. 

Junior and senior scouts in 
the Tidewater Council of Girl 
Scouts have taken on Redwing 
Park, and the planting of red- 
woods there in connection with 
earning their ranger aid bar 
and girl Scouting's conserva- 
tion project. 

Nancy Wilkin, a 15-year-old 
scout from Kellam High School, 
first contacted Harold White- 
hurst of the city's parks and 
recreation department about the 
possibility of the girl's using 
Redwing for their conservation 
pfoje^. 

With Whitehurst's approval, 
and the help of Richard Brahich, 
in the parks /and recreation , 
maintenance department, the 
scouts' next istep was-^o con- 
tact a forestry agent at Ports- 
(nouth to check on the redwood's 
chances of survival on the east 
coast. __,.^_..., ^^^^ ,^ 

The forester's favorable re- 
port was sent to the California 
Redwood Association at San 
Francisco, a lobby group con- 
cerned with the preservation of 
the redwood. Further corres- 



pondence with an Association 
forester, John Keane followed, 
and the San Francisco group 
responded by sending an initial 
shipment of 24 redwood seed- 
lings of two -varieties: Coastal 
and Sierra. 

The two varieties of redwoods 
were planted two weeks ago at 
Redwing, with each plant tagged 
according to whether it is 
Sierra or Coastal. Mrs. William 
P. McKinney of Virginia Beach, 
advisor to senior troop 590, 
explained that the limited num- 
ber of trees were sent to test 
their survival rate. If the first 
24 continue living, the Associa- 
tion has promised more. 
Another aspect of the exper- 
iment, tagging the two varieties, 
will help determine which red- 
wood—Coastal or Sierra— caft 
best survive on the Atlantic 
coast. . . _ 

Aside from planting the red- 
wood grove, the scouts have 
undertaken a more general pro- 
ject of revamping Redwing 
during the spring and coming 

summer.

Michael D. Bender, Tidewater 
Council chairman of the con- 
servation committee, girls 
from all over Tidewater Will 
be taking part in clearing under- 
brush and disposing of litter at 
the park this summer.

Democrats for the nx>st part 
have adopted a "wait and see" 
attitude statewide concerning 
their party's nomination for 
president. Except for some of 
the relatively small'* McCarthy 
for President" groups and for- 
mer State Sen. Arm I stead 
Boothe's "Kennedy for Pres- 
ident" group, all is quiet. 
Privately it seems as though 
__Vlce President Humphrey isthe 
leading contender in Virginia, 
but nobody wants to say so 
publicly or be caught up in a 
tangled web later on. The lack 
of support^foiMhe candidacy of 
Bobby Kennedy is rdther 
obvious throughout most of the 
state, and it is almost certain 
he would never be fully atcep- 
table to Virginia Democrats.

Further- 
more, he says he will not 
support the Democratic 
nominee after the convention, 
as most other Democrats 
across Virginia will.

fThe State School Budgetl 

The following editorial appeared recenUy in the VIRGINIA JOURNAL OF EDUCATION, written ** 
by Dr. Robert F. Williams. With the cost of education on both the state and local level con- 
tinuing to rise at such a rapid pace, the editorial is rqirinted her > for the information of the 
public. 



The 1968-69 State School budget for the 
public schools as compared with the pre- 
vious biennium was skimpier in new money 
made available. The removal of the 50 per 
cent federal impact funds as a deducation 
in the formula added about $10 million to 
the basic fund appropriation for 1968-69, 
making total basic fund gains $19,599^715 
for 1968-^69 over the school year 1967-68. 
The $10 million went to only 51 counties 
and cities . The increase for 1966-67 over 
1965-66 in this category was $21,613,840. The 
basic impropriation is the appropriation which 
is mainly used for teachers' salaries. 

Twenty-one localities will receive no addi- 
tional money during 1968-69 from the basic 
appropriation. Therefore, the additional Basic 
Funds will provide from no increase per 
teacher in twenty-one counties and cities to 
•*),452 per teacher In Prince George County. 
' Thus, the effect of the budget varies vastly 
from locality to locality. Since, however, 
the support of public education is both a 
State and local function, the majority of 
Virginia's school divisions could make great 
additional contributions to the total cost of 
education out of local funds without unreason- 
ably burdening themselves. 

To graphically show the extent to which 
public education was less well favored than 
previously in the 1968-70 budget, let us look 
at the following figures. After all of the 
stuffing is taken out of the 1968-70 budget 
(the one percent earmarked sales tax, up 
until this session regarded as local funds, 
amounting to $126^648,800) and (the federal 
funds for 1968-70 amounting to $53,121,620, 
neither item of which was included in the 
1966-68 budget) the net increase in the school 
budget for the 1968-70 biennium over 1967- 
68 is $87 million. The 1966-68 biennial in- 
crease over 1965-66 was $94 million. 

Plus 

1. $87 million is a lot of new money, even if 
it is not as much new money as the localities 
received during the last biennium. 

2. In addition to this, for the first year of 
|he biennium, 1967-68, they will have an es- 
timated $14,459,250 additional funds in the way 
of estimated earmarked one percent sales tax 
receipts. 

3. The basic salary of school superintendents 
>as increased byiaftftjecyjear. 

4. The minimum teachers' salary schedule, 
which can only be considered as a part of a 
distribution formula since it bears no resem- 
blance to the, actual salary situation in Vir- 
ginia, will provide $300 more per assigned tea- 
cher position for the first year of the biennium 
and $300 the second year of the biennium. 

5. The contingent appropriation of 82 per 
child for textbooks, which will materialize 
only if there is surplus in the General Fund 
Treasury and the budgeted School Funds, could 
amount to $2 million. 

6/815 million has been made available for 
the establishment of kindergartens. 

7. Compulsory attendance, after a lapse 
of 10 years, has been made statewide again, 
with the law improved In that the compul- 
sory age has been lowered from 7 to 6 
and increased from 16 to 17. 

8. Senate Bill No; 426, provides a lO^c 
increase in retirement allowances for those 
retired prior to March 1, 1952, effective with 
check received about ^ugust 1 in payment 
for July. An' increase will also be payable 
to some retired since March 1, 1952 who 
were retired for service and cr edited thirty

1. We were disanx)inted that neither the 
State Board of Education, nor the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, after pre- 
senting a good minimum budget to the Gov- 
ernor, when it was drastically slashed, made 
no protests. In public at least, before the 
Legislature as did the heads and boards of 
other State agencies. 

2. We were disappointed that the State 
Bosurdt tlirew up' barriers In the way of die 
establishment of kindergartens (a) by requiring 
a devisor of .30 to secure State aid for one 
assigned kindergarten position and (b) at 
the same time, setting up space regulations 
which would limit class size to around 25 
pupils. Localities found themselves in the 
position, in order to have kindergartens, of 
having to employ two teachers but receiving 
State funds toward the salary of only one. 

3. The Tuition Grant Program was not 
killed, but happily, the opposition to this 
program is mounting. 

4. We were not successful in securing 
professional agreement legislation, but a res- 
olution was adopted urging school boards 
to review their working relationships with 
administrators and teachers, "with the ob- 
jective of establishing sound working rela- 
tionships which will tend to improve the 
local program of education." 

5. All of our retirement bills, except for 
the one providing for a 10 percent increase 
in the annuities of retired teachers, failed 
to pass. 

6. No funds were provided for elementary 
summer schools. 

Governor Godwin has been an outstanding 
Governor in every respect and particularly 
in his emphasis on the improvement of pub- 
lic education. He called a statewide Gov- 
ernor's Conference which emphasized the 
importance of education and urged its more 
adequate financing. 

His regional conferences, every one of which 
he attended, were occasions when he attempted 
to awaken the electorate to the need of educa- 
tion and the necessity for more adequate 
suRMrt; 

While we, in all candor, are disappointed 
in the relative increase in the size of his 
education budget for 1968-70, as compared 
with 1966-68, in all fairness, we must re- 
member that education is both a State and 
local function. 

And what have the localities done to in- 
crease their support? 

1. Eighteen localities in 1966-67 did not 
use all of the earmarked one percent sales 
tax for education, even after the Governor 
had exhorted them to use all of the money. 
Fifteen are not using all of this money this 
year. 

2. Instead of putting as much of the ear- 
marked money into salaries for 1967-68 as 
the State Department of Education had es- 
timated they would, they used nearly $12 
million of these funds for debt services 
and capital outlay and other school (^era- 
ting expenses. 

3. .Fifteen localities In 1966-67 were not 
up to the tormula requirement of 60 cents 
local tax effort. Thirty-one were not up 
loJhe. State Board's proposal of 65 cents.

Trees Add Beauty, Value 



For trees over six inches 
In diameter, 7 cups (about 2 
lbs. per Inch of trunk diameter. 
(1 standard measuring cup eq- 
ual 5.1 oz. of 30-5-8) 

This 30-58 tree food is 
available at most garden supply 
stores in the Tidewater area. 

On certain shade tree species 
chlorosis, which is a yellowing 
between the veins of leaves, 
may occur. This is due to 
lack of available iron in the 
soil. Severe cases, Irft un- 
treated, can result in complete 
dieback of the branches. Use 
a supplemental application of 
iron chelate which is iron in 
a readily available form. It 
can be found at most garden 
supple stores. Follow the dir- 
ections on the package. This 
deficiency occurs in pin oak, 
but can be found on sweet gum 
rhododendrons, azaleas, and 
others. 

The best hiethod to fertilize 
trees^ called the punch bar 
method.Vtt Is more effective 
with largerlree^ since it gets . 
the tree food-^ilstrlbuted into 



If yoQ plairt a tree with care, 
It can add greatly to the beauty 
and value of your property, 
witlKxtf causing problems In 
the folure years. 

Careftil thought and planning 
should be given to the purpose 
of the tree and then to the 
kind of tree tiiat is best suited 
to that purpose. No one tree 
Is perfect for all locations aiKi 
purposes. 

The locattoD of the tree and 
what Its future effect may be 
on your house, sidewalk, se- 
wers, lawn, flower beds or play 
areas is Just as Important as 
its size, shape, rate of growth 
and coloration. 

Your shade tree plan should 
consider how your home is 
situated on the lot and how 
you live. Shade trees should be 
located to protect your home 
from morning and afternoon 
sun. They can be used as 
screens to provide patlQjri- 
vacy and to shield yowpmne 
from traffic. 

Many homeowners have the 
mistaken ideas that shade trees 
are different from other plants 
in their yards in that it is 
not necessary to fertilize them. 
Shade trees, as do all other 
plants, need fertilizer to main- 
tain good growth. Most shade 
trees are deeper rooted than 
shrubs and flowers, which ne- 
cessitates placing the fertilizer 
in ttie vicinity of th^e feeding j 
roots. 

The majority of feeding! 
are within a circular area be- 
ginning just outside the spread 
of the branches and extending 
"about 2/3 's of the distance back 
to the trunk. A rule of thumb, 
is the spread of the roots is 
about equal to twice the dia- 
meter of the trunk In inches, 
one fbot above the ground. A 
tree with a diameter of 10 
Inches would have a root spread 
of about 20 feet. 



Trees need food, li Is ne- 
cessary for the homeownV to 
add a complete fiertllizer. A 
deficiency of certain elements 
contained In these tree foods 

liSJj^^^ 'OtW accwale -coverage 
uws^tQj fertilizers, insecttcldes, and 



the root zone area. Make holes 
12-15 inches deep, spaced 18 
inches apart-using a crow bar, 
pipe or augur over the area 
of the feeding roots. Stay about 
2 fe^ away from the trunk. 
The tree food moves downward, 
so many holes should be made. 
Distribute the tree food evenly 
in the holes, and then nil the 
holes with water to soak the 
tree food into the soil and thus 
make it available to the feeding 
roots. The holes can be filled 
with sand, peat mo&s or loose 
soil. Or, If they are to be left 
open, they will facilitate water 
absorption during rains, aerate 
the soil, promote development 
of feeding roots, and provide 
effective means of supplying 
water during droughts. 

Tree feeding can be done at 
various times, but April, May 
and June are particularly good 
months, when the soil contains 
ample water.

Q, The last several times, 
aft«r mowing my grass, I've 
noticed the ends are a Uttle 
brown, but the grass remains 
green beneath. Is this a di- 
sease? P.L., Virginia Beach. • 

A. More than likely this has 
been caused by a mower blade 
that is dull. A dull blade only 
shreds and rips off the etA of 
the grass blade. The discolora- 
tion is due to the tearing. 

This does enhance the possi- 
bility of disease getting started, 
l^e sure where you have a 
reel or rotary type mower, 
that the blade is alws^s sharp 
in order to provide a nice, 
even, clean cut. The mower 
should also be adjusted prop- 
erly for height, to avoid scaJ- 
Ping. 

Q. When setting out annuals 
and perennials, what is the best 
fertilizer to use when planting? 
D.N., Alanton. 

A.%hen planting, a fertilizer 
which contain low nitrogen, hig^ 
phosphorus and medium potash 
Is a good basic one, A 6-22-16 
analysis with mlcronutrients 
Incorporated vfith the soil will 
provide excellent results. 

Q. Can we use the same 
sprayer to spray weeds as we 
do our roses and other plants? 
S.S., Lynnhaven. 

A. It is recommended that 
you keep two different sprayers. 
One to spray desirable tree 
plants and shrubs, and the other 
to spray weed killers and all 
vegetation killers. The residue 
left t>y these herbicides Is not 
easily removed. The sprayers 
that attach to the end of the hose 
and proportion the spray are 
satisfactory and inexpensive. 
Don't take chances.

Homeowners in the 21st and 
?2nd Street areas of V i r g i n i a 
Beach Borough are apparently 
united or almost united behind 
efforts of the City Planning 
Commission. 

About 60 persons attended a 
public hearing Tuesday night at 
the Virginia Beach Civic Center 
called by the planning body to 
d i s c u s s ' the future of the two 
streets from. Pacific Avenue 
westward to the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway. 

The Commission unveiled a 
plan that would call for f ezon- 
4ng Uie e n 1 1 r e area for high- 
ris^ apartments, motels and 
commercial development. But 
Planning Director Pat Standing 
made it clear that there would 

neva^ bf m Wt «>i#f il) tlif 
afea^refardless of-tba^-^ion- 

developments. He said the en- 
tire area would be zoned at one 
time, not piecemeal. 

The plan also calls for t^ 
strip (rf land between 2lst am 
22nd Streets to be re-zoned and 
reserved for the larger general 
commercial business and high- 
rise apartments, with the 
smaller, service stores and gas 
stations along theopposite sides 
of the streets. Gas stations were 
mentioned specifically when 
homeowners questioned how 
many would be there. 

Standing said, "lean envision 
one or two on each street, but 
hardly any more than that." 

Excepjt for a handful who re- 
mained seated when a stand-up 
vote was called for on the plan 
or a similar one, most of those 
present stood quiclcly. No one 
stood in complete opposition, 
buC a few reserved the right to 
wait and see. 

The Commission agreed and 
noted that nothing will be done 
until after "all of us have lived 
through one summer with the 
E:qpressway," according to 
Standing. He added that no one 
Is certain of just what will hap- 
pen. 

Some of the older residents 
of die area, a few of whom have 
lived there for nearly a half 
century, noted that they did not 
wish to sell ix4 relocate. It was 
pointed out to them that just 
because rezoning may occur, 
they could resist opportunities 
to sell to commercial investors 



after additional thoughts are 
discussed, additional public 
hearings will be held by the 
Commission and City Council 
before anything is done, so that 
everyone will have an opportun- 
ity to be heard. 

"We are proposing this plan 
as a dynamic entrance to a dy- 
namic city," said Standing. 
"We don't want this to be ano- 
ther 17th Street or E. Ocean 
View Avenue."

As exi)e(Jecf,"the'record$35.9 
million operating budget for the 
city of Virginia Beach was 
passed at City Council meeting 
Monday. It had already been 
approved on first reading by 
Council two weeks ago. The 
vote was again 9 to 2, with 
Councilmen Kenneth Whitdiurst 
and Earl Tebault, who repre- 
sent rural areas, dissenting. 

The new budget goes into 
effect on July 1, and calls for 
sharp increases in real es- 
tate taxes which go into ef- 
fect on the same date. Ordin- 
ances for the tax increases ' 
are being readied, according 
to sources. 

Some mortgage companies 
have already notified home- 
owners in Virginia Beach that 
they can expect a jiimp in pay- 
ments for the tax increase and 
some have even suggested that 
the homeowner begin sending 
in a little additional eachitionth 
now to cover the new taxes. 

An amendment was added to 
the budget message before 
passage, at the request of City 
Manager W. Russell Hatchett. 
He had recommended a one- 
step pay increase for all City 
employees and a two-step in- 
crease for policemen and 
others. The amendment calls 
for waiting on the one-step 
across the board increase, un- 
til a study, expected to be 
finished in the near future, 
is completed,

Hopes for a Virginia Beach 
municipal airport were dulled 
and hopes for a general aviat- 
ion air terminal for the city 
raised Tuesday afternoon when 
Col. Willard G. Plentl, director 
of the Division of Aeronautics 
for the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, gave his "unbiased opin- 
ions" on the city's adr trans- 
portation needs— present and 
future— to the Virginia Beach 
Development Council. 

Because of questions raised 
as to whether the now-over 
crowded Norfolk Municipal Air- 
port can satisfactorily service 
Virginia Beach's air traffic, 
even after proposed improve- 
ments at that airport are made, 
the Council had appohited a 
special committed to study the 
feasibility of Virginia Beach 
constructing its own carrier 
airport, 

PlenU, described by Council 
president E.R. Cockrell as the 
top man in air traffic planning 
in Virginia, was called in as a 
special a d v i s o r by the comm- 
ittee. 

According to Plentl, Virginia 
Beach's role in Tidewater air 
travel, in the present and near 
future, should be that of "con- 
tributing financially to the sup- 
port and improvement of Nor- 
folk Municipal Airport," and 
"thinking in terms of two gen- 
eral aviation airports for the 
city of Virginia Beach." 

In elaborating on his first 
recommendation, Plentl ex- 
plained that Norfolk Municipal 
could be operated oh much the 
same basis as Newport News' 
Patridi Henry Field, which is

Plentl strongly advised that 
financial support from Virginia 
Beach to Norfolk Municipal 
should be accompanied by the 
city's having a voice in the air- 
port's operation. 

Plentl explained that im- 
provements at Norfolk Munici- 
pal costing "less than $25 mil- 



'lion" could render that airport 
sufficient to support Tidewater 
air traffic, with Patrick Henry, 
through 1985. 

A third carrier airport for^ 
the South East Virginia region 
could be ideally located atCra- 
ney Island, (off northeast Ports- 
mouth, in the southwest corner 
of Hampton Roads, the present 
location of a Navy refueling de- 
pot) according to Plentl. Plentl 
quoted an approximate $200 
million as the total cost for the 
Craney Island facility: $100 mil- 
lion for land acquisition and 
construction of the airport, ano- 
ther $100 million for the con- 
struction of abridge-tunnel 
access to the Island. 

The hypothetical Craney Is- 
land airport, he added, would be 
adequate without improvement 
until 1990, according to pro- 
jections from the current 20 
per cent annual increase in air 
travel and transport at the two 
existing regional air carrier 
ports. 

In continuing his discussion of 
two general aviation airports 
for Virginia Beach, Plentl 
pointed out that approximately 
two years ago twth state and 
federal aviation agencies had as 
much as assured Virginia Beisich 
aid^ the amount of $450 thous- 
and ($300 thousand in federal 
aid and $150 in state moneys) 
toward building a general avi- 
ation airport. 

"Both state and federal avi- 
ation agencies realize "a gen- 
„eral aviation airport in eastern 
Virginia Beach— to handle the 
overflow from Norfolk— is 
imminent," said Plentl. He 
9(1^ that the emhryo plai^i of 
t^ years iftgo hei^ matnstd 
because o^ "lack of local in- 
terest." 

Council president Cocfcrell, 
when contacted yesterday, said 
tiu^ there are four interested 
groups in Virginia Beach con- 
cerned either wholly or in part 
with general aviation airports 
for the city, including the Coun- 
cil committee and a Chamber of 
Commerce group. 

"The Council committee's 
efforts to date have been trying 



to determine the need for a 
municipal airport," said Cock- 
rell, "rather than with general 
aviation."

But Cockrell said he was 
"very optimistic about receiv- 
ing federal funds for a general 
aviation airport on the basis 
of what Plentl said." 

According to Plentl, the state 
Division of Aeronautics has no 
funds available at this time to 
match the City's required $150 
thousand for a general aviation 
terminal. But the state could 
easily earmark the $150 thous- 
and to be paid to the city when 
available, he added, so there 
would be no delay involved in 
going ahead with the airport. 

Plentl's two suggested lo- 
cations for Virginia Beach's 
general aviation airports were 
1.) convenient to the Ocean 
front area of Beach Borough, to 
be used by tourists and con- 



ventioneers 2.) in the southern 
part of the city— former Prin- 
cess Anne County—to attract 
industry to that secticm. 

Two specific location that 
have been mentioned as poss- 
ible sites for a general aviat- 
ion airport are at. Virginia 
Beach, Ft. Story and Oceami, 
the latter suggested at Tues- 
day's meeting by Plentl. A na- 
val spokesman from Oceam 
immediately explained ttat Oc- 
eana is already usintr Norfolk 
for most of its transport flights 
because of the heavy traffic at 
the Naval Air Station. 

The Ft. Story plan, as ad- 
vanced by some city officials, 
has been frowned upcm by the 
FedersU government.

Chesapeake Bay 
MrsTtrechsier Restricted Zone 
Students Made Smaller 

Col. C.E. Adams, District 
Engineer, Army Corps of En- 
gineers, has announced the re- 
duction in size of a temporary 
prohibited zone in Chesapeake 
Bay. 

As of Dec. 1, 1967, the res- 
tricted zone has extended 1,000 
feet on either side of the center 
line of the bay brltige between 
South Island (the tunnel island 
nearest the Virginia Beach 
shore) and the Virginia Beach 
shore itself. 

Effective as of April 16, the 
restricted zone has been re- 
duced in siz^e to that area of 
Chesapeake Bay extending 200 
feet on each side of the center 
line of the bridge (trestle A) 
and between points approxi- 
mately 150 years and 1,800 
yards, respectively, south of 
South Island. These two points, 
are conspicuously marked with 
large red flags. 

No vessel of any description, 
except those of the United States 
government and the contractor 
engaged in the repair work, 
shall enter this prohibited area 
during the hours between sun- 
rise and sunset. \ 

This prohibition will remain 
effective until sunset, May 15, 
1968, after which the res- 
trictions are cancelled.

It is hoped 
that bookshelves and cupboards 
will be thoroughly checked for 
long-forgotten library books. 
Missing volumes, many of them 
now out-of-print, are needed to 
complete collections, bi fact, 
libraries are always happy to 
receive gift books which are in 
good condition, because often 
this is the only method they 
have of acquiring out-of-print 
classics. 

This fine-free campaign will 
be the first in which the Nor- 
folk Public Ldbrary system has 
portlcipatad since its wtaMlsh- 
ment in 1870. The other U- 
varlous times. 

Just this one week, then li- 
brary patrons may select a 
convenient branch for returning 
overdue books at no A>8t to the 
borrower. Many libraries have 
book-drop containers for the 
benefit of patrons who are in 
a hurry. If borrowers wish to 
put their names in each book 
pocket, it will serve as a double- 
check in clearing their record; 
however^ this is not absolutely 
necessary. 

Residents, who have changed 
from one city to another in the 
area surrounding Norfolk, may 
take advantage of fine-free 
week, by depositing books in the 
branch closest to their present 
home. Non-owned books will be 
exchanged by the cooperating 
libraries.

Council also aj^ro- 
prlated funds for lightning ar- 
resters in the communications 
building and for the relocation 
of a train signal on Ocean 
Boulevard that Is knocked down 
by traffic with regularity. 

Acc^tance of the bid of Con- 
rad Bros, in the amount of 
$84,894 for construction of the 
new communications building 
was accepted. The specifica- 
tions meet Civil Defense re- 
quirements, and half of the cost 
will be paid by the federal 
government. The rest Is al- 
ready allocated in bond issue 
money. 

Council also apprc^riated 
funds to remodel the old Mun- 
icipal Court into a courtroom 
for the third Circuit Court. An 
application for operation of ice- 
cream vending machines on the 
boardwalk by the blind was 
denied with the comment that 
the city has turned (town Uiou- 
sands of similar applications 
over the yeartf in efforts to 
keep the boardwalk non-com- 
mercial.

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iBack Bay Is Sportsmen's Paradise 



Every year sportsmen along 
the Eastern Seaboard flock to 
the Back Bay area of Virgtnia 
Beach to enjoy fishing, hunting 
m camping in a vertitable 
"qMrtsmen's paradise." 

Each Wilder hunters move 
Into Back Bay inquest of Water- 
fowl which ai)ouixi in wide var- 
ieties. Ample numbers of mal- 
lards and ducks are sought 
from blinds during each duck 
hunting season Which is set by 
the federal government and nor- 
mally runs from November to 
January. The most prevalent 
types of duck available each 
year include Widgeon, Pintail, 
Black ducks, Ring - Necked, 
sometimes referred to as Blue- 
Bill, Red-Head, and Canvas- 
Backs* However hunters have 
reported the Red-Head and Can- 
vas-Back varieties t)ecoming 
"scarce" in recent years. 

Other waterfowl which attract 
many hunters is an abundance 
of geese native to the region. 
A large number of Snow Geese 
and Canadian Geese migrate 
into the region every year. 
While Canadian Geese can be 
taken by hunters, laws prohibit 
ttie killing of Snow Geese. 

The fishing season never clo- 
ses in waters of Back Bay, and 
the most particular angler will 
find the sDort to his liking. 
Large - Mouth Bass, Crappie, 
and Brim offer the greatest 
attractions to fishermen. While 
Crappie appeared to be dwind- 
ling in number f<|bsome time, 
they .now appear To be onfthe 
increase as a result of Jcoa- 
tinual rise of the salin&tibn con- 
tent of the water. The angler 
who knows his way around Back 
Bay will also find several loca- 
tions which yield "catches" 
of occassionai Pike, Catfish, 
and White Perch. 

Although sportsmen have 
been returning to the Back Bay 
area year after year, the region 
has remained very much in its 
natural state with many sections 
appearing untouched by man. 
Many years ago the Bay was 
connected to the Atlantic Ocean 
by an Inlet, however an isthmus 
of sand "build-up" in time 
created what has commonly be- 
come known as "the false 
c^es". Today the capes as well 
as several of the numerous Is- 
lands of Back Bay are dotted 
with private summer homes and 
hunting lodges. Two such is- 
lands are Cedar Island and 
^^^^M^^s6». island which are 
privately owned. 

Virginia's Game & Inland 
Fisheries Commission owns 
several islands and other land 
areas in the Back Bay region 
and has created game refuges 
of these, regions to if otect wild- 
life. Hunting is permitted 
through use of approved permits 
from the Game Cpminission in 
tWb"~ortHfese protected areas 
known as the Trojan and Po- 
cahontas waterfowl manage- 
ment areas. The two largest 
game refuges, the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge, and 
Mackay Island National Wild- 
life Refuge, are owned by the 
federal government; 

Mackay Island contains a 
large fegi9n of marshland, 
which is separated by a narrow 
causeway which connects the 
Virginia Beach mainland with 
Knotts Island, whidi is divided 
by the Virginia-North Carolina 
border. This border line at 
times creates problems for 
sportsmen in violating game 
laws which differ under the 
r^^lations set up by each state. ^ 
Many sportsmen who frequent 
Back Bay have raised the ques- 
tion of the Virginia and North 
Carolina legislatures creating 
laws standardizing fishing and 
hunting regulation. 

Knotts Island is another 
region which has "a story to 
tellV, and the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN will cover this story in 
a future edition.

May Be 
For Census 

There are 35 extremely no^ 
folks loose in the city of Vir* 
ginia Beach, tnit the information 
they seek could be b^'neficial to 
all citizens. ' 

The nosy 35 are school census 
takers who will be visiting every 
home 111 the city between now 
and June I, according to J. J. 
Oksts, administrative .assistant 
of Virginia Beach public 
schools. 

In addition to questions about 
school-age children, they will 
also be asking a number of 
personal questions, which will, 
of course, remain confidential. 
The census was expanded, at 
the request of City Council, to 
get an accurate count of the 
number of people living in Vir- 
ginia Beach. The school census 
is required by Ir^ at regular 
intervals. 

' The last general census was 
in 1960, before the consolidation 
of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County and before the 
rapid growth of the combined 
city. There has been no com- 
plete census since that time. 
Estimates are made at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia yearly, a^d 
on the basis of those figures 
state school aid and the amount 
returned to localities from 
sales taxes are paid. 

City officials feel that the 
University figures may be as 
much as $15 to $30 thousand 
too low. They also hope that 
the state will use the figures 
gain^ from the current census 
for the next appropriations to 
Virginia Beach. 

The City Planning Commiss- 
ion has also compiled a number 
of questions regarding cost and 
condition of homes, salary, 
where families came from In 
moving to Virginia Beach and 
the like. 

No one is absolutely required 
to answer all questions, but 
Ownes said he hopes everyone 
will offer as much helpas poss- 
ible so that an accurate picture 
can be achieved. 

City officials will examine the 
compiled figures this summer, 
and much of the future course of 
the city win depend upon the 
survey.

A unique driver education 
program should be Implemented 
next year in the Virginia Beach 
public schools.

Barbour indicates the pro- 
gram will be designed to more 
students than the current two 
phase program, classroom and 
on street driving instruction, 
and that some 2,600 students 
could possibly be taking part 
in the first year of Instruction 
ill the new program.

Constantine 
(Gus) Spanoulls will serve as 
moderator during the enactment 
of the trial and will from time 
to time Interrupt the proceed- 
ings to explain points of law 
and trial procedures to the and* 
ience. 

In discussing plans of ftiture 
Law Day programs in Virginia 
Beach, Snider told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN it is hoped slmU- 
iar programs will be staged 
next year In the Virginia Beach 
Civic Center and enable mem- 
bers of the senior classes of 
all Virginia Beach hl^ schools 
to attmid the program.

Council has 

elected to allow those who fall 

into this category and can prove 

it the choice of buying a one 

dollar tag or not. The tag is 

merely a convenience to keep 

them from being stopped by 

policemen carefully checking 

for the city decal after the 

deadline. If they do not have 

,the dollar decal they are leaving 

themselves open to proving 

their statue, perhaps in court. 

How that May has almost 

rolled around and the close 

check by police has ended, the 

problem goes away for another 



year, but only for another year. 

Council should decide this 
mess once and for alj. It should 
either make all who fit this 
category buy the dollar tag 
or issue something similar free 
of charge upon proof of status 
and without regard to problems 
of setting the operation up by 
the City. Active duty base stick- 
ers could possibly serve the 
same purpose, as an alternative^ 

Regardless of the cost of "the 
free tags or the cost of main- 
taining records, this would 
seem to be the best method, 
and should be set as policy 
by the beginning of 1969toavoid 
this all over again. We have 
a large military population here 
whose interests must be served 
correctly, and it is up to Council 
to decide just how to do that.

Norfolk Mayor Roy Martin 
has sent up more trial ballons 
that have met with windy resis- 
tance. About a year ago his 
trial balloon which sought the 
cofisol idation of Norfolk and 
\|irginia Beach was quickly de- 
moted. 

Now he suggests fftot ttie two 
cities should be In a f ingle 
Congress ional D I str Ict^^ instead 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth In 
the Second and Virginia Beach 
In the First along with Penin- 
sula cities. 

The Interests of Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach, although the 
closest of neighbors, are not 
at all alike. Virginia Beach 
continues to grow and expand, 
while Norfolk cannot grow and 
crxpond. Within a very few years 
Virginia Beach will usurp Nor- 
folk's place as Virginia's most 
populous city, yet still have 
great growing room. 

Whether the two cities should 
be thrown together in the same 
District will be up to the wisdom 



of the Virginia General 
Assembly wjien It meets for 
redistrlcting after the 1970 
census. It Is far too soon to 
speculate on the outcome or to 
promote any plans. 

Martin Ha^ ol$o Indicated 
that Norfolk will go ahead un- 
liaterolly with a site for a new 
stadium, regardless of what the 
other Interested cities 
that recently-announced 
near the airport would really 
only serve Norfolk best. 

It seems that Mortin Is losing 
sight of the revenue that will 
come Into a new stadium from 
his neighboring cities. Virginia 
Beach is deeply interested In 
the building of a new stadium 
very soon, but one th«-^ults 
everyone, not JMst Norfolk. And 
the city officials of Virginia 
Beach are interested in co- 
operating with all area cities. 

Hcpefully this trial balloon 
of Martin's will meet the same 
fate as others.

Toward Traffic Safety 



The nation's first habitual 
offender law dealing with repeat 
traffic violators was signed re- 
cently by Virginia's Governor, 
Mills E. Godwin, Jr. Viewed ql 
Q londmark law in traffic safety, 
the new measure is deslgned^^o 
deter effectively the often fatal 
driving habits of long-time vio- 
lators. 

Under terms of the new law, 
a person convicted of being an 
hfi^itual offender will be 
d«iprived of his driving license 
for life, and a mandatory Jail 
term of from one to five years^ 
will be imposed If he then con- 
tinues to drive aifter revocation. 
Mitigating circumstances, how- 
evefr -wlH Ije-ifllcen into con- 
iideration, and there Is some 
feitef under the law, but it is 
leneratly Intentionally strict. 

To be convicted as an habi- 
tual offender, a person must be 
found guilty ond convicted of 
three serious offenses Mr\ ten 
years or 12 lesser offensos for 



which a court is nowaiithorized 
to require suspension for 30 
days. 

Serious offenses include 
-manslaughter, drunk ; driving, 
hit and run, driving on a re- 
voked permit and the like, while 
lesser offenses incluidd^^ reck- 
less driving and th^ second 
speeding conviction \ri a year. 

As a highway safety nieasure, 
the law is a new concept being 
watched with interest in other 
states, yet it fills a need traffic 
M^f i ciait^feel I s J^important . 
Studies show that habitual of- 
fenders are more often Involved 
in fatal accidents. Ahd the need 
for such a law In Virginia is 
pointed up by the ten percent 
increase In traffic fatalities 
in the state last year, while 
the rest of the nation showed 
at least a slight decline. 

Lawnxikers in Virginia have 
taken an important first step 
In the highway safety dilemma. 



The 1968 Virginia General Assembly, which 
has just come to a close, Was unprecedented 
in many ways. 

In the first place, apprbximately 2000 bills 
and resoliltlons were introduced— the greatest 
number ever. At times (t seemed almost im- 
possible that the members of the two branches 
could process this great volume of proposed 
legislation. Obviously, time did not permit 
detailed analysis of every bill and resolution 
by every member of tne House and Senate. 
Nevertheless, legislative proposals were pro- 
cessed and the session |ias gone down in his- 
tory. This was the hardest working session 
which the writer has \\iitnessed in over 30 
years in contact with thi^ General Assembly. 

The Hous e and Senate were made up, for 
the most part, of sober^^ intelligent and in- 
dustrious members^. The tone, as a whole, 
was constructive and there seemed to be a 
good comprehension of state and local prob- 
lems of government, eVen though adequate 
remedies were certainlj^ not forthcoming ih 
every Instance. This was a younger General 
Assembly than in most sessions and most ctf 
the members exhibited d progressive attitude 
designed to move Virginia forward. 



Many good biUf ^ite jpassed and a large 
number of bills harn^ful In some respect to 
local government we^e defeated or, in some 
instances, amended 4> 3S to be more accept- 
able. A detallfed report on the outcome of the 
entire sessioii will tie submitted in a later 
issue of Virginia Town' & City. 

Many bills jwhich should be helpful to the 
cities, towns ind urbah counties were passed 
and some additional i^ipancial assistance was 
voted. Howevei',,whll€| l^ttention was directed 
by the Generlll; Assertibly to the finanfeial 
problems of ttieUocalities and several bills 
to give finaiiclai aid '• to the localities were 
accorded good i>ublic heairings, no really major 
financial asi4st«nce was , voted, Greatly in- 
creased appippriatlons for various programs 
were made (n ihe State Budget but most of 
thcfse have tb bb matched by appropriations 
from local rie)lenue sources. The feeling 
seemed to4)e< that major assistance Is needed

t's Time to Prune Shrubs- 



Early spring is the time to 
prune flowering shrubs which 
bloom in the summer. 

A few examples of summer 
blooming shrubs are butterfly 
bush, abella, crape myrtle, 
vitex, and summer blooming 
spireas. Do not prune spring 
blooming shrubs until after they 
bloom. When pruning, do not cut 
""Off all the branches at the same 
hei^t. Thin tjie plant by re- 
moving some of the older stems 
at the base. New stems will 
be produced from the base so 
the plant will remain young and 
vigorous and its ability to pro- 
duce flowers will be enhanced. 

If it is necessary to prune 
shrubs each year to control 
their height, the planting design 



was in error. Insufflcient space 
was provided. Locate such 
plants so it will not be necessary 
to keep the plants suj^ressed. 
Now is a good time to trans- 
plant shrubs that are poorly 
located^ 

A mass of shrubs allowed to 
grow to their full height will 
be more colorful in flower and 
fruit than the same shrubs when 
it is necessary to keep the height 
of the plants down. 

over-grown evergreens like 
the arbo.rvitae or chamae- 
cyparls may now be cut back 
several feet because new growth 
will soon cover up ^ome of the 
scars of -drastic pruning. Ever- 
greens such as the spruce or 
cedrus and most pines do not 



look well if they are topped. 
These plants are best located 
where there is sufflcient space 
for them to grow into specimen 
plants with no pruning ne- 
cessary. 

Light pruning of needled 
evergreens and broadleaf ever- 
greens may be done now to keep 
the plant from getting any 
larger. 

Boxwoods often need to be 
thinned. This thinning may be 
done at this season or any other. 
Pruning boxwood is important 
in order to: (1) keep the plant 
at the desired size; (2) improve 
the appearance and condition of 
a plant which is thin at the top; 
(3) develop strong framework 
against damage from snow and 
wind.

Q. We have a rambling, low 
ranch bouse which covers much 
of the lot. There are no trees, 
and we're anxious to get some 
planted. Please suggest trees 
that will fit our home.-Mrs. 
JTW, Larkspur. 

A. You're wise to consider 
the size of a tree in relation 
to the size of the house. Select 
small-size trees such as dog- 
wood, crabapple, mimosa, 
linden, redbud, sassafras, shad- 
wood, sweetgum, smoke tree or 
silver bell. Remember that it 
is difficult to get a dogwood 
to grow in full sun-and that 
mimosa trees often live only 
5-10 years and then die. 



Q. When is the time to put 
out annual plants such as pet- 
unias, marigolds, etc? BAH, 
Birdneck Drive, _^ 

A. The first of May is plenty 
early. Many people get in a 
hurry. The evenings are still 
too cool and the wind too strong 
tor annuals to do very well- 
and a late frost may kill them. 
We're having an early spring 
this year, but the first of May 
is a good date to go by, year 
after year. 

Q. My house plants look sick 
this time of year. What can I 
do about it? Mrs. TRW, Atlantic 

Ave, 

A. Houseplants that have 
overwintered as interior de- 
corations will benefit from 
being moved outdoors. They 
thrive in humid, outdoor air and 
summer rains. Barring a 
drouth, rainfall will care for 
their mosture needs.. Many 
people, however prefer this 
time pf year to throw them out 
and buy new ones this fall. 
This is especially trueofphilo- 
dendron, which often gets str- 
ingy and ugly after a year in 
the. house.

Proper soil preparation is 
essential for good growth of 
annual and perennial flowers. 
However, since many yards are 
graded off, the top soil where 
the^e- plants are to be grown 
is often scarce. Trying to grow 
good flowers on such plots is 
usually a waste of time. 

Where good soil is scarce, 
an artificial soil mixture is 
needed to obtain desirable plant 
growth. If the soil is composed 
of heavy clay, the addition of 
both sand and organic matter 
will be beneficial. To sandy 
soils, you should add some 
form of organic matter such

tion of the Weather Bureau. 
Additional stations at coastal 
locations are expected to be 
added during 1968. VHF install-
